The state has acted In Zion City's 
signboard war, 

/Judge Claire C. Edwards In circuit 
court Friday issued a sweeping In- 
junction which promises to roatore 
peace and quiet to the "Village of 
Disputes" by means of elimination of 
the degrading signboards which, ac- 
cording to Col. A. V. Smith's docu- 
mont, create Ill-feeling, rioting and 
breaches of the peace. 

The' cardinal points In Judge Ed- 
ward's ruling are: 

1— Sheriff Green Is ordered to Zion 
City to abatft the signboard nuisance; 
to chop. down and remove all sign- 
boards that reflect on the character 
of any man regardleaa of by whom 
they may have been erected. 
■ 2— Both sides, Voliva anil the Inde- 
pendents, are restrained from erect- 
more such sign boards. 

3— The Independents are restrained 
from swatting the signboards with 
paint or attempting to destroy them 
by fire or other methods. 

Judge Edwards' ruling climaxes a 
long, bitter (actional dispute over the 
famous signboards of. Jir. Voliva. 
Evorj' city In Uie United States lias 
hoard more or leas about the signs 
and Voliva's "Iron hand" rule. 

It is true that Judge Edwards' rul- 
ing may not cause the signs to be 
chopped down by the sheriff at once. 
Further court action may tie up the 
stop for six months or a year. At any 
rate, the Injunction is .signlHcant be- 
cause it has started the case to the 
high court which must settle a fac- 
tional war that threatens to develop 
Into a massacre. 

Col. Smith, in commenting on the, 
Injunction, laid: 

"t have acted without favor to 
either side. The injunction protects 
the state from an accusing linger be- 
ing pointed its way by those who do 
not understand the Issues. The Zion 
City factional dispute is a compli- 
cated,' entangled ■ affair. It Is neces- 
sary to 'proceed cautiously. The In- 
junction granted today is aimed to 
remove further cause for rioting and 
distress \\\ zion. It puts the sign- 
board war in court. It may be car- 
ried up to the supreme court but the 
first necessary step has been taken."

Heporta of Western Canada's wheat 
crop, which may be considered fairly 
Bccnrate, aa they are made at the 
end of the season, when the crop la 
fully harvested, would Indicate a 
yield of bet\Teen 350,600.000 and 370,- 
000,000 bushels from a total acrenffe 
of 21,471.000. This Is the greatest 
yield In the hlstorj- of the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. This Immense yield has only 
been harvested through the combined 
energies of all public bodies— rail- 
ways and governments. It required 
the assistance, outside of that locally 
employed, of upward of 40.000 men. 
These were brought Into the country 
<rom the East, the West and the 
Bouth, by tralnloads, and rushed for- 
ward at express speed, to be placed In 
the different districts, under the dlrec 
tlon of ofllclala who were kept advlaed 
dally, by wire, of the needs. 

As a result of this combined effort 
the largest wheat crop In the history 
«f the West was successfully harvest- 
er. The threshing reports show that 
almost universally, In every section 
of the country, the grain graded high. 
In very few places did rain Interfere 
with stacking. The province of Mani- 
toba was the first to complete thresh- 
tng, very few Helds being left at the 
time of writing. 

Portions of Saskatchewan that had 
Buffered -from drought for the past 
two or three years reaped a crop that 
largely made up for past dlsappolnt- 
menu. 

In Alberta there was a strange con- 
dition. In the central district, always 
noted for Its heavy yields, there was 
considerable of a failing off." Instead 
of the 35 and 40 bushel yields the 
average mn from 10 to 12, while In 
Bouthem .. rtlons, where drought had 
affected the country for some timo 
past, there were exceptionally high 
yields. " 

Reports of Indlvlduni yields In dif- 
ferent portions of tlie three provinces 
lead to the Impression that when 
threshing returns are In there will be 
found to have been a much better crop 
than at present seems possible. Some 
of these returns give Individual farm- 
ers as getting as high as 45 bushels 
othera 35, and so on, while In some 
districts, where In early August not 
more than 8 or 10 bushels might be 
looked for, 10 and 18 bushels are re- 
corded, the Improvement having been 
brought about by rnlns that worked 
marvels In the appearance of the crop. 
And then, too. Instead of the heod 
carrying four rows, moat of them car- 
ried six rows, and niled to the top, 
which, to those who know, means at 
least fifty per cent more. 

The rye crop of all Western Can- 
ada Ifl exceptionally good; the oat» 
Cenerally good and barioy fair. 

The weother at the time of writing 
la threatening-for a rainy spell, which 
may Interfere with tljreshlng. and pro- 
long It somewhat

Ilemovo 
from Uie mold to a bed of lettuce and 
garnish with dressing. 

IMt Vernon Salad.— To Uie tomato 
Jelly above, add one cupful of cliopped 
celery, one cupful of chopped apple 
and one cupful of coarsely broken nut- 
meats. Mold In small cups and turn 
out on lettuce. Sen-e wIUi a highly- 
seasoned mayonnaise which may be 
colored red. 

Heart Sandwiches.— Bake a white 
cake In a sheet, cut In heart-shaped 
pieces, split and put together with a 
slice of brick Ice cream. Cover wlUi a 
(hick whipped cream or a marslinial. 
low; whip with raspberries or Jelly 
as a garnish. 

Sponge Dainty.— Jlnke a sponge 
cake or plain white cake mixture and 
bake In t^vo round layer cake pans, 
rrepnre butter, Icing and spread be- 
tAvecn the layers and on the outside 
of the cake. Press the remainder of 
Uie Icing Uirough a pastry tube. In 
any design. Score Uie cake In pieces 
for serving. — .-. ,^

DIFFICULTY IN. TESTING^ 

CANADA i^LUEGRASS SEED 

"Canada bluegrassaeed seems to ho 
extremely, sensitive to a nnmber of 
conditions that affect' Its germination 
»nd for that reason the United States 
department or agriculture is trying to 
develop a method; for testipg'lt tliat 
win give uniform rcsulta. Up to the 
prcj^Gnt time bluegrasa seed has heen 
giving seed dealers and stiito analvsts 
much trouble. . ,' 

The department, in Its: attempt' to 
determine the factors Influencing tho 
germination, of Canada bluegrass. has 
found a great variation In .the be- 
havior of various samples. All sam- 
PIOB are found to require a dally .alter- 
nation of temperatures for successful 
germination. A temperature of 20 de- 
grees C. for 18. hours and .30 degrees 
C for 6 hours is. satisfactory. Many 
samples give a distinctly higher ger- 
minatlon when exposure to light is 
added to the above temperature 
schedule. However, it is Important 
that the temperature schedule bo not 
sacrificed in obtaining the light ex- 
posure. 

Some samples of Canada bluegrass 
do not germinate' completely even 
with the above condlUons saUsfied 
Work in progress ia expebted to de- 
terralno all the factors necessary to 
make a dependable germination test 
of Canada bluegrass possible..

The map shows that 7 counties 
have cows that average more than 
6,0G2 pounds of jnllk ayear. Three of 
these counties are in Washington, 
while Oregon, California, Nevada and 
Texas havo one each. The exhibit al- 
so shows an analysis of tlie census 
ngures made by. the department of 
ngrlculture, in which It is brought out 
that the states which lead In average 
production per cow are those In which 
the highest percentage of dairy bulls 
a;r6 pure bred.' The states are marked 
off in to four groups according to the 
production of the cowa. Those in the 
nrst group, have an average produc- 
tion of 4,427 pounds of milk a year 
and 42.S percent of the dairy bulls 
are pure bred. In tho fourth group 
the average, production Is only I.COC 
pounds of milk and only 14 percent 
of tho dairy bulls are purebred. In 
the first group there is ono purebred 
bull to every 10 dairy farms, while In 
the other groups Uiero la only'one to 
every 82 dairy farms. 

The 48 states are arranged In the 
ordor of the percentage of dairy bulls 
pure bred. Arizona, where tho dairy 
buainess has been of recent develop- 
ment. Is at the top of theUst, with 91 
percent 



During theyqar; hog cholera has 
been, kept well under control, but spe- 
cial care niuat.be taken In October, 
November and December, when usual' 
ly there is an increase In Its preva- 
lence. Fanners will save more hogs 
and prevent disastrous losses If they 
do not delay reporUng immediately to 
the state veterinarian, the county ag- 
ricultural agenf, the representative of 
the bureau of animal Industry, or local 
veterinary practitioner any auspicioua 
cases of sickness among the hogs. 
Antl-hog-cholera aerum Is not a cure, 
but a preventative treatment, and 
Bhould be applied aa soon as possible 
when the disease appears in the -herd 
or In the neighborhood. The preven- 
tive treatment is a good Insurance 
against losses from hog cholera.

"Everybody has noticed the brilll- 
autly colored patches on the i)ave- 
meuta where automobiles Iiave spilled 
olI.'J suld Doctor Bancroft. "The col- 
ors range from red to gold to blue and 
are ' very vivid or luctalllc. They 
change wltli the angle at wlilch one 
sees them and they ai-e not due to 
pigments, shice we have a tldn Ulm 
of a- nearly colorless oil. 

"Tliese colors are due to the Inter- 
I'erence of Ught rellected from the up- 
per and lower Hurfncea of ihc nim nnd 
they depead on the thickness of the 
film, which averages about one fifty- 
thousandth of an Inch. • They are more 
vivid when oil Is Fpllled on an asphalt 
pavement than when on a dirt road 
because there 1h less disturbing light 
reflected from the black bnckBround. 
Feaihera Are Iridescent. 
"Xhe brilliant colors of ■ the tall 
fenUiers of the peacock and the ap. 
parently PelMumlaous reds In the 
throat feathers of the hunnnlng bird 
are not due to plginents. When one 
looks through a peacock's feathers one 
sees only a brown due to the so«callcd 
melanin pigment which Is equivalent 
to the asphalt pavement. In nil the 
Iridescent feathers the barbulps are 
flattened plates of brown wiilch there- 
foro give the colors of thin films. The 
structure Is so marked that an expert 



can pick out the .Iridescent feathers 
In the dark by the feel. 

"it is possible to duplicate the color 
eftocts of the peacock und the hum- 
ming bird by putting n very thin coat 
ol varnlsli over any dark feather; but 
we cannot regulate the thickness wlUi 
such accuracy as to produce the pat- 
terns of the peacock. When one con- 
siders that variations In thickness of 
n hundred-tlmuRnndth of an Inch may 
change, the color completely, It seems 
niarvelous that oil the toll feathers 
Of all the peacocks can bo so nearly 
aUl;e. 

Peacock Not an Albino. 
"The neck feathers of the white 
pigeon show practically no Iridescence 
because the dark background Is lack- 
lug. If they nro dyed brown, the iri- 
descence appears In full force. On 
the other hand the white peacock Is

A'eal, contrary to the t'ommnn belief. 
Is wholesome and easily digested, exper- 
iments carried on by Uie United Stares 
Department of Agriculture have 
.Bho^\Tu Much of the prejudice against 
veal Is a result of Improper methods of 
prepnraUon. It Is a palatable moat, 
resembling the white nieat of chicken 
In flavor. If eaten ^\hen served rare, 
or even underdone, ven! Is nnappetlx- 
Ing -and may cause some di.scomt'ort. 
The results are also unsatisfactory If 
veal Is overcooked either by vigorous 
boiling or by roasting at a "high tem- 
perature. Because of the ratlier mild 
llavor veal dishes are Improved by 
seasoning wltJi certain vegetables and 
herbs, such as carrots, onions, green 
peppers, celery, i>ar.sley or thyme.- 

Tlie oflico of home economics of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture hos draun. up a suggestive list of 
cuts suitable f<5r various dishes. This 
list Is not at all arbitrary and need not 
be slavishly followed. Cuts from the 
fore nuajter of veal and a few of the 
tougher cuts from the hind quarter 
may require long cooking by such 
methods as stewing and braising, while 



broiled or snufeed. Cutlets are usually 
taken from the round, althouglt, when 
broadt'd and fried, the cheaper shoul- 
der cuts are fpilte satlsfuetory. 
Roasts. , 
Roasts arc -frenuently cut from the 
leg, from liie loin and from the ruck or 
rib. Tlie shoulder may be Ixmed fur a 
roast. The breast, boned and rolled. 
Is excellent, for this purpose, • . 

Veal Loaf, Jellied Veal and Scalloped 
Dishes. 

Veal loaf may be made from any cut 
which can be conveniently freed from 
bone and cartilage. The meat should 
be ground line, seasoned and shaped 
Into a loaf. Oil the surface welt with 
bacon or beef drippings, brown quickly 
in a hot oven, tlien bake slowly until 
well done. 

Jellied. venr can bo made from sny 
of the bony cuts. .Season well .nnd 
simmer slowly In a small amount of 
water until well done. Free tlie lean 
meat from bone, cartilage and excess 
fnt, arrange It In a bowl or disli nnd 
cover wlUi strained brotli. Chlfl until 
llio mass gelatinizes. 

ScalloiKJd or creamed dishes may he

Soups.. 
Tlie cuts best suited to soup makmg 
are the Hank, tlie hind shank, the 
knuckle of the fore shank, or tlie rib 
ends. A well-seasoned veal soup, If 
Btrained and chilled, makes a very ap- 
petizing Jelly for serving occasionally 
In place of the usual hot soup. 
StewB. 
For Btews It Is well to buy the neck, 
the ends of the ribs, the breast, or the 
tlilck part of Uie fore shank. Some of 
these cuts contain considerable 'soft 
bone, or cartilage, which may be re- 
moved from tlie stew before serving. 
Stews should be simmered slowly, 
avoldhig an excess of water. The Ha- 
ver of a.fitew is much Improved If the 
pieces of meat "are browned lightly In 
a little fat before adding tlie water. 
Braised Veal. 
Braising Is a combination of stowing 
and roasting. Tlie surface of the meat 
is usually seared in hot fat, then placed 
In a casserole or oUier baking dish 
with a cover; seasonings. Including 
vegetables, it liked, and a little water 
are added and the whole cooked slowly 
in the oven. Such cuts as.the^shoid- 
der, tlie breast, the fore shank, thd 
flank (rolled), and even Uio neck, are 
suited to tills method. 

Steaks, Chops and Cutlets. 
"Veal steak' Is cut from tlie round. 
The cuts corresponding to porterhouse 
steak in beef are merely largo chops 
when cut from the smaller veal car- 
cass, 'Steaks and chops may be eltiier 



molds or custard cups with plain 
boiled rice, and Ulllngwltb creamed 
veal, being careful not to have too 
much gravy. Cover the top with rice, 
stand the molds In a steamer or In a 
pan of hot water and cook for 20 min- 
utes. T^rn out upon a dish and serve 
hot 

Brains, Sweetbreads, Tongue, Liver 
and Heart. 
Calves' brains are usually cooked In 
water, to which a little vinegar and 
suit have been added, tlien cut up and 
scrambled with eggs. Cooked brains 
mny also be breaded and' fried like 
cutlets or croquettes. 

Sweetbreads are usually, parboiled 
nnd creamed, but they may be bake^ 
with a little fat, or breaded and fried 
as cutlets. For salad, combine finely 
chopiwd celery with the boiled sweet- 
breads and serve with mayonnaise 
dressing. 

The liver Is usually fried with ba- 
con. It Is also good If braised and 
served In place of game. 

TJie tongue, either fresli or corned, 
may be boiled and served hot with a 
tomoto sauce or sliced cold and served 
with salad. A fresh tongue may be 
braised. 

Hearts mny !« boiled, or stuffed and 
baked. The heart Is a very strong, 
compact muscle and requires long, 
slow cooking In order to render It sat- 
isfactory for serving.

GOOD, ECONOMICAL DISHES 



Meat cooked In a casserole may be 
tender and flne-flavored even If from 
tlio cheaper cuts. 
Casseroled 
Chuck Steak. — 
Cut a slice or two 
of chuck at least 
two Inches thick 
and large enough 
to flc the casser- 
ole. IJrown well 
in a little tried-out .suet, plate In the 
casserole with enough hot water, meat 
or vegetable stock to cover. Cover 
closely and simmer until tender. A*t 
the end of that time add six small 
onions, a few carrots sliced and 
enougli Btnall potatoes" to serve 'the 
family ; continue cooking until the 
vegt'lables are tender. Thicken tJie 
gravy and serve from the casserole or 
arrange on a platter. 

China Chile.— Take two pounds of 
the nocic of Iamb, cut Into .small pieces. 
Soak one cupful of dried beans over 
niglit. .drain, add the beans, one head 
of lettuce shredded, two sliced onions' 
salt and pepper to season and two 
cupfuls 04 boiling water.- . Simmer un- 
til the meat Is tender — about three 
hours. 

Graham Bread.— Take one-third of 
a cupful of sugar, one-fourth of a cup- 
ful of fat inelted, mix and' add one and 
one-half cupfuls of sour milk, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt. and .three-fourths 
of a teas?poonful of soda, one-half cup- 
ful of white Hour, twa cupfuls of 
graham' flour, two . teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder. Beat well and bnlce In 
a weli-greased bread pan for lifty min- 
utes. 

Bran Bread.— Mix two cupfuls each 
of bran and white flour, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one and one-half cupfuls 
of milk, Ave teaspoonfuls of, baking 
powder, four tablespoonfuls of sugar 
mid one-half cupful of raisins. Steam ' 
In a covered cbfTee can for throe'hours. 

Maple Ice Cream,— Take the yolks 
of four eggs and one cupful of maple 
sirup, scald nnd cook until the ■ egj^i 
are cooked, cool, add a grating of nut- 
meg and a pint of cream and a cup- 
ful of milk or three cupfuls of rich 
milk, salt and freeze as usual.

DIFFERENT WAYS FOR 
MAKING SALTED NUTS 



Two Methods Recommendefi by 
Department "of Agriculture.

(Propnrrd by the Unltnl Statca Department 
of AiirlcuHuro,) 

Almonds, pecans, peanuts, or nny 
other preferred nut-meats may bo 
salted for the table. There are sevenil 
wayf^ of browning the nuts with butter 
or oU, and the United States Depart- 
ment of AgrkruUure recommends 
cither of the followiiig methods for 
home use. 

If green or unblanched nuts are 
used they must be llrst blanched in 
boiling water for live minutes to 
loosen the skins. Use two cuiifuls of 
water to one cupful of shelled nuts. 
.Drain, remove skins, and let dry, over- 
night If possible. 

Method I. 
(Browning Hie nuts in the oven.) 
I'ut one-half cupful of nuts and 1 
teaspoonful of oil. In a Ibit pan and 
roast^in a moderately hot oven, about 
^50 degrees Fahrenheit, for 5 'min- 
utes, if roasted peanuts are used, or 
10. to 15 minutes if green or unroasted 
nuts are. used. Stir frequently so as 
to keep uniform In color. Wiieri golden 
brown put between paper towels or on 
brown paper to drain olT any e.Kcesa 
of fat. I»i!t on waxed paper and 
sprinlile with salt in tho proportion 
of a teaspoonful to each cup of nuts. 
A larger amount of salt may bo used 
if desired. 

(Method II. 
(Browning tlie nuts by ' deep fat 
frying.) : 

When frying In deep fat, put 1 cup- 
ful of oil into a very Buiall stiucepan. 
AVhen hot, put one-half cupful of nuts 
in a small strainer and submerge in 
the hot fat. Stir gently, so, as to give 



the nuts a chance to brown uniformly. 
When they are golden brown remove 
the strainer from the fat and put the 
nuts between puiter towels or on 
brown paper to drain olT nny excess 
of fat. Tut on waxed paper and salt 
Green nuts require from 3 to min- 
utes to brown uniformly. Roasted pea- 
nuts require 3 minutes or even less. 
One teaspoonful of salt to a cupful of 
nuts may be used. 

The length of time required to 
brown the nuts depends not only upon 
tho quality of the nuts, but also upon 
the lengtli of time they are allowed to 
soak when blanched before skinning, 
nnd the extent to which they dry be- 
fore the browning proee/is is begun.

Maple Sugar 
Roll. — Sift two 
cupfuls of flour, 
four teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, 
o n ft tea-spdonful 
of salt, cut In two 
tablespoonfuls of fnt and add three- 
fourths of a cup of milk, or enough 
to make of tho consistency of baking 
powder biscuit. Itoll out, spread wlU» 
melted butter nnd cover with one- 
third of a cupful of grated maple 
, sugar. Press with tho rolling pin, roir 
up and cut In one-Inch pieces. Lay 
In a greased pan, dot with butter and 
bake in a hot oven. Serve hot with 
butter. * 

Foamy Pudding.— Take one cupful 
of maple sugar, one and one-bulf cup- 
fuls of milk, and cook In a double boil- 
er. Mix one-fourth cupful of flour with 
one-half cupful of cold milk and two 
beaten oiXi; yolks, and stir Into the hot' 
liquid slowly. Beturn to the boiler to 
cook, stirring constantly. When cool 
fold In tlie two egg whites beaten stiff 
and serve In slierbet glasses. 

Maple Sirup Cake.— Take one-half 
cupful of butter, ihree-fourths of a 
cupful of sugar, two eggs, three- 
fourths of a cupful of maple sirup, 
one-hnlf teaspoonful of ginger one- 
half cupful of milk, two and ono-hnlf - 
cupfuls of pastry Hour, two and one- ' 
half teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
two-thirds nf a teaspoonful of sotla. 
Cream tho butter, add the sugar slow^ 
I.v, then tho eggs beaten without sep- 
arating, the sirup, the milk and tho 
flour sifted with tlie dry Ingredients. 
Bake in a tube lonf pan for Ilfty min- 
utes. 

Maple Tapioca.— Cook twp tablo- 
Bpoonfuls of tapioca in two cupfuls. of 
milk in tho upper part of the double 
boiler until clear. Add one-fourth of a 
cupful of grated maple sugar, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt, s(Ir In two beaten 
ogg yolks and cook one minute, then 
remove, ndd a teaspoonful of vanilla 
and when partly cool fold In the well- 
beaten egg whites, beaten very stiff 
and serve in sherbet cups. Top, oacJi 
with a cherry. 

Maple Mousse,— Heat one-half cup- 
ful of maple sirup to II19 boiling point 
nnd pour slowly over the beatei* voJkH 
of two eggs; cool, ndd the Htliriv- 
boaten whites, salt and one ciipful^f 
cream whipped. Pack In ico and salt 
for three hours. 

. A hot maple sauce Is dellclou.q poured 
over any plain cake, for dessert. IJolI 
a cupful of sirup, add a talilespoonful 
on.utter and, olie-lmlf cupful of milk.

I^ARVESTING WITH LIVESTOCK 

For a number of years It has been 
a common practice to barvest com 
■with livestock. At fi ra t 1 1 was 
"hftgged off," but' later trlale were 

made with sheep and cattle. So sue- 
cesstul were these experlmeits, that 
smiU grain cn)ps were- liarveatod In 
.the same manner and wltti cijual suc- 
cess. During the war when labor was 
scarce, high priced, and often IneOl- 
cient, the fanner who harvested with 
livestock had a great advantafo over 
one who'did not, and the experience 
gained from necessity of ecmuralzltig 
on labor has Introduced a new syslom 
o£ livestock farming that has become 
veo' popular and profitable. In fact, it 
was the determining factor of profit 
or loss on many corn belt farms In 
1D20 and 1921. 

One Illinois farmer whose records 
have been given wide publicity was 
able by harvesting with livestock, to 
operate bis HO acre farm for 5 yuars 
with a yearly outlay of 5^5 for Inbor 
other than his own. (There was no 
family labor Included In this proposi- 
tion.) No twine is necessary — no har- 



vesting machinery required, there Is 
no threshing, and lastly and of. great 
Importance, unfavorable weather has 
no effect Man and horse labor inake 
up from 60 to SO percent of the coat 
of producing farm crops. By doln? 
away with this labor bill for harvest 
and tbreshlng, a great saving Is made. 
As this practice became more com- 
mon, combinations of crops were 
tried; so beans, rape or clover were 
seeded In the com, then later a grass 
mixture with rape In the grain crops, 
until now the length of tbe pasture 
season on stock-harvested crops has 
been extended from a few days on 
ripe grain, at least a four months' 
period on the oats pasture-mixture so 
commonly used. 

For some time oats as a field crop 
'has grown at a loss In this state, yet 
. during the same period of years, an 
^oats pasture-mixture baa been profit- 
able on the same fi^rma where the 
grain crop was a financial loss, simply 
! due to the fact that the livestock har- 
vesting of the crop did away with 
high priced man and horse labor. — R. 
! L. Donovan, Farm Management Dept, 
! U. of I.

BIG IN GRUNDY COUNTY

nols who encourage the growing of 

clover for seed purposes, Onindy has

recorded advances in that flnlv^ which 

have attracted considerable attention. 

After about six years of promotional 

and experimental work on tMs crop, 
tbe Qrundy county farm bureau last 
year found that farmers In ttje coun- 
ty bad sold almost 150,000 pounds of 
selected clover seed'tc growers and 
seed men In a number of states. 

' Develop Four Varieties. 

Four varieties of clover seed are 
grown In Gmndy county: The com* 
mon white, the yellow blossom, Hu- 
bam and "Gmndy County Sweet 
Clover.'- These varieties were select- 
ed after experimental testa had been 
made to establish their adaptability 
to the 'county's 'SoII conditions. The 
last named variety is attracting wide 
attention as a new kind of clover, be- 
ing two or three Veeks earlier than 
the standard variety. - - 

The values of cloves as a crop for 
soil improving purposes Is long estab- 
lished,, many counties practicing tum- 
Ing-undor of clover to improve crop 
production. Sweet clover Is also valu- 
able to many counties in honey pro- 
duction, Gmndy and Vermillion coun- 
ties having reported large liroduc- 
tlons of honey this year.

Gravel, |1.65; sand clay, J1.43; and 
crushed atone, |2.72. Surfacing per 
square yard In place on the road cost 
as followa: Gravel. 50 centa; bltuml. 
nouB macadam, 91.G4; bituminous con- 
crete, $2.40; plain cement concrete, 
$2.00; brick, $3.40. Reinforcing bare, 
4 1-2 cents per pound, and structural 
stGcl, S cents per pound, both In place. 

There Is considerable variation In 
the cdst ot the various items In tho 
dltTeront states, due to various reas- 
ons. Tbe complete' table listing tho 
Items by atatca may be obtained upon 
request from tbo bureau of public 
roads. 



Better-Sires Data to South Africa 

Rhodesia. South Africa, la planning 
a drive against scrub bulls. A recent 
rcQuest received by the aecretary of 
agriculture tells of the necessity ot 
stopping the breeding of cattle to 
scrub bulls in Rhodesia and requests 
the assistance of the United States 
Department of Agriculture in tlie 
problem. Definite plans are to be 
made for presenution to the Rhorcala 
Agricultural Union. 

The department has furnished as- 
sistance In the form of literature re- 
garding tlie better sires-better stock 
movement, and also the formation ot 
cooperative bull associations. . 



Sunflowers, which the Federal ex- 
periment station at Matanuska, 
Alaska, has been tr>'ing out as a pos- 
sible forage crop for that region, are 
reported to the United States Depart- 
ment nl Agriculture as having made 
a much better growth lost year than 
formerly. Mammoth Hu'salan seed 
was planted ^lay 24. About one-fourth 
of tht plums started to head and a 
number of these developed full bios* 
sums before frost. Some stalks grew 
to a heaight of B feet and were 2 
Inches In diameter. Th6 station con- 
siders that If this variety can be made 
to approximate this jield every sea- 
son, it viU prove a raluable crop for 
silage. 



Selected seed com was planted on 
1,000,000 additional acres In 1921 
tlirpugh the Influence of demonstra- 
tions by county extension workers, ac- 
cording to • reports to the United 
Stato.3 Department of Agriculture, and 
160,000 farmers selected seed corn tor 
next year's use. 

Reports received by tho United 
States Department of Agriculture in- 
dicate that 2,2K,000 farmers, or an 
average of about 1,100 per county, 
adopted methods Introduced by the 
county extension agent In handling 
their livestock or crops In 1021. 

IJy following methods of manage- 
ment demonatrated by tbe extension 
agent, tho number ot cows producing 
300 pounds of butter a year was In- 
creased from in tbo first year to 41 
In the second In tho alx dairy herds 
In the Clark County (Ind,) Cow-Test- 
ing AsBocintlon, according to reports 
to tbo United States Department ot 
Agriculture. *

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Nation's Business 
Turns to High way 
Transportation 

That the business of the nation Is 
turning more and more , to highway 
transportation is Indicated by alatls- 
tics on motor-vehicle. registration as 
oC July 1, complied by the bureau o( 
public roads of the United "StatofaUo- 
partment of Agriculture. Hoglstrallon 
of passenger cars, taxis, busHes, and 
motor trucks totaled 10,620,471 on 
this date, an Increase of 157,176, 
wblch U a healthy growth, aa the llrst 
bait of the year Is the off dcuBou for 
registration of new vehicles. 

The surprising, fact, however, Is 
that of the 167.174 Increase In rugls- 
tratlon; motor trucks constituted 
110,701, against 35,030 pasacngep cars 
and 5,443 taxis and busses. This 
means an Increase of over 16 percont 
of the number of motor trucks at the 
beginning of the year. Figures iiro 
not available to show what part 01" tbo 
Increase of 5,443, or nearly 11 porcont, 
in the taxi and bus registration la due 
to. the Increase In the number of 
busses traversing rural and suburban 
routes, but It Is very probable that a 
considerable part of the In'-Teaae la 
duo to tbo development, of this new 
form of transportation. 

It has been froquentty said that the 
traOlo Is always ready and wnltlng 
when good roads are built, and ihat 
the commercial ^vehicle as a class' Is 
more handicapped by lack of good 
roads than the pleasure vehicle. The 
lucreaae in the registration 'of com- 
mercial vehicles, coupled with the 
present activity in highway confitruc- 
tlon, seems to bear out this sinifment 
in the opinion of department oftlclals. 
The table of statistics Issued by t)ie 
■ bureau shows a registration ol 9,4G7,- 
874 private cars, 55,900 taxis and 
busses, and 1,090,605 motcfr trucks, 
making a total of 10,020,471. Motor 
cycles are not Included, 'there being 
149,924 against 196,231 at Uio begin- 
ning of the year.

EATERS OFWOOD 



Odd Dietetic Habit'That Is by No 
Means Rare, 

On North Coast of SUiorla tho Natlvei 
Prefer It to Other More Nat- 
ural Foods. 



In several places on the north coast 
of Siberia the natives eat wood, not 
because they must, but because tjhey 
like it, says the Lancet. (London). 
Wood 'Is generally eaten even when 
fish Is plentiful, their favorite dish be- 
Ing'preifared by scraping off tbin lay- 
ers immediately under tlio bark of 
larch logs, chopping them fine and boil- 
ing thcili up with snow. 

It generally turns out that dietetic 
.habits -which at flrst sight seem curi- 
ous hav^ a rational basis. The vir- 
tues of cod-liver oil no longer rest on 
empirical experience and a vague Idea 
that its efllcucy was proportional to Its 
nastlness; the reputation of fresh vege- 
tables, was gained in tlie dfj's before 
the Dutch taught us: to grow turnips, 
and hardy cabbogds, and wlien some- 
tlilnK like scuny was an annual espe- 
rierice of the early spring. 

It- is interesting to guess the rea- 
son for wood eating. The cellulose 
which forms so large n part of a 
herbivorous diet la now^recognlzed as 
being a subsidiary source of enort'j' 
through the fatty acids produced In 
the stoinuch and bowels by cellulose- 
snlltting biicterla. But the mudilled 
forms of cellulose which form the mass 
of tree trunl{s are hardly attacked by 
tlie bncterlu of the alimentary canal. 
'It Is possible that tlie Siherluns have 
by practice and habit so altered their 
Intestinal- flora that thoy can deal 
with lignln with advantage, but this 
seems a troublesome way of getting 
cncrgj' when fish nnd milk are avail- 
able, and It appears hardly llhely that 
the erplnnatlon of wooG-oatIng lies 
along these lines. 

But If the hnhit suggests at the mo- 
ment no rotlonnle, It Is curious to note 
that It fulls in line with the tastes of 
some other animals. The'fondneRS of 
rnbblts for hark and the Immediate 
'subjacent tissues is well known. It is, 
perhaps, worth noting, too, that t\\efie 
same Invaluable experimental animals 
lire peculiarly fond of hard, woody 
leaves— as, tor example, holly, gorse 
or hawthome, and sometimes seem net- 
ually to prefer them to cabbage or 
milk tblstlfc. ' Ponies also arc npt to 
.be possessed of a devil or some curi- 
ous nppellte. and will set to work on 
biff forest trees and kill them by clean- 
ing, off the bark and conducting tissues 
down to the hard wood. These and 
other examples of similar, tastes sug- 
gest that there Is something particu- 
larly good in the outer layers of trees, 
nnd It Is natural to think that It prob- 
*nbly resides In the young conducting 
tissues rather than m the outer bark. 
Of Its precise nature It Is Idle to 
speculate.

Methods fop Converting the Sim- 
ple Vacuum Tube Receiver 
Into That Type. 

.Til ere are a great iuuny nmateurs 
wlio own and operiite ruOlo receiving 
sets using vncuum tube doiectors who 
would like .to have regenerative re- 
ceivers. Iteireneratlve receivers, how- 
evei*, are relatively expensive because 
of tiie high royalty the conuianles li- 
censed to umnufncture these sets pay 
for the use of the Armstrong patent. 

The rogODerntive circuit Is desirable 
In spite of these ilinicultles, becauso 
by converting bis vacuum tube de- 
tector into a reet'ncrative receiver, an 
amateur cannot only then pick up un- 
ilaniped or cnntlnumis-wave signals 
but his Incoming signals will be great- 
ly aniplliieil. A regeaeratlve receiver 
will produce for the same incoming sig- 
nal 11 mucii stronger response In the 
iieadphones than a non-rogenerative 
receiver In connection with u" one- 
stupe anipiiller. Tlien, to(), the ad- 
dition of tlie nmpllller necessitates 
extra tui)es, amplifying transformers, 
etc., as a llrst cost and more power 
to operate as a maintenance cost. 

Tlie simple vacuum tube receiver ris- 
ing a tuning coll only for varying 
wnve length can be recouunenrtipd as 



length, a better drcnlt nrnmsetiicnt 
can be had for regeneration. Figure 
J shows the circuit connected for re- 
generation. This la also the ultra- 
audlon circuit. By the use of the ^iltra- 
nudlon circuit the simple.looso couplcre 
can also be converted Into a regenera- 
tive circuit with a vacuum tube. 

One of the best methods lor con- 
verting a loose coupler Into a , regen- 
erative, circuit receiver, provided the 
primary of the loose coupler Is 
equipped with two sides, is shown In 
Figure Ij. Here the prlmiiry of tlio 
loose coupler Is used not only as a 
part of the antenna oscillating circuit, 
but also as the plate Inductance coll 
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for feeding energy back to the grid cir- 
cuit from tlie plate circuit. 

The best method of adapting u 
loose coupler to a regenerative circuit 
arrangement Is shown in Figure Jl. 
Tlie prlfuupy nf tlie loose coupler I5 
used for tuning'us In a single circuit 
tuner employing a tuning coil. The 
secondary of tlie tuning col! Is not 
conaected In the grid circuit as It nor- 
nmiiy Is, but Is in the plate circuit. 

Uy connecting the secondary in 
the plate circuit, the amount of in- 
ductance in the plate circalt can bo 
varied and the -coupling of the platci 
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Hhown In Figure I, to form a regenera- 
tive circuit. When the tw»-point 
switch is on contact !No. 1, the set is 
non-r^generatlvc. Turning tlie switch 
to point No. 2 makes the sot regenera- 
• tlve. The circuit arrangeaicnt for re- 
generative Is known as tlie ultra au- 
dlon circuit. 

It Is diflloult to control the amount 
of regeneration In a circuit of this 
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type and^ close adjustment of the llla- 
ment current and plo^e potentials As 
neces8ai*y to avoid distortion. 

When an antenna series condenser 
Is used In conjunction with the tun 
ing coll for controlling tlie Wave 



circuit back to the antenna and the 
grid circuit can he controlled. This 
will, allow any desired result in re- 
generating that can be used to obtain 
excellent results. 

For those who wish to retain the 
selective timing properties of a loose 
coupler, the feed back arrangement 
shown In Figure N Is suggested. In 
this circuit a third coll called n 
"tickler" Is connected In the plate 
circuit and -wuscd to feed back the 
plate clrc]ilt energy Into the grid cir- 
cuit. The tickler coll Is similar In 
physical dimensions to the secondary 
of tlio loose coupJer tliough It need 
Imve only approximately 75 per cent 
as many turns. 

It should be mounted on rods to 
slide back and forth Inside of tliR prl* 
nmry of tlie loose coupler, entering the 
primary from tiie opposite side as docs 
the loose coupler; that is, n loose coup- 
ler equipped with' two secondaries, 
(jne sliding in one side of the primary, 
and the other sliding In thp other side 
of the primary. It, Is dcstrabie to 
iiave mora taps on the tickler coll than 
there usually are on the secondary so 
as to permit a closer adjustment of 
Uie plate circuit Inductance. •

EXPERIMENTAL COOLING PLANT 
BUILT BY GRAPE GROWERS 
A pre-cooling plant for fruits' and 
vegetables, designed by experts of the 
United States Department of ArHcuI- 
ture, that does not require the use of 
expensive refrigerating macWtfery, 
has been built by the grape growers 
at Dinuba, Calif. It Is Intended to 
meet the needs of localities where the 
shipping period extends over only a 
few weeks and where mechanical re- 
- frigeratlpn would not find other profit- 
able uses. In this plant air Is forcc:d 
through hoppers containing a mixture 
of Ice and salt into rooms holding the 
fruit or vegetables. It has been pos- 
sible to reduce the temperature "of 
the cooling rooms from 12 degrees to 
15 ■ degrees- below freezing. As the 
work done depends upon melting Ice. 
the cost of the ice at the plant Is the 
Important factor in the cost of pre- 
coollng by this process. 

"While in the Insulated rooms the 
fruit and vegetables are brought 
down to the temperature^ at which 
they are to he maintained In tlie c:tr 
on the way to market. The c:ir3 are 
cooled with ice, and this prec^ollng 
takes much of the load of tempi^ra- 
ture reduction off the ice in the car 
and leaves it for use in maintaining 
the low temperature. 

The department is gettin? cost fig- 
ure oh this method of cooling. Ship- 
ments ' from DInuba are being fol- 
lowed to New York, and the heliuvlor 
of ruid. prices received for tlie fruit 
and vegetables handled In this way 
win cimparo with those' reroived for 
rrodmtts handled In other ways.

None of tliese men ever saw Amer- 
ica., Our continent was devoid of hu- 
man habitation until the middle of the 
Ice age, JIan came Into Amdrlca only 
yesterday, In a geological sense. Ue 
appeared here 50,000 or GO.OOO years 
ago at most. ^Vnd the surprising fact 
still remains that he was'the American 
Indian, every\vhere from Patagonia to 
Alaska when he did come. 

There are different kinds of Indians. 
Some have round heads, some- have 
long heads; tliere are Indiana with 
wide cheeks and there are Indians 
with narrow faces. Yet the more the 
evidence Is studied, the stronger Is the 
conviction borne In upon the minda of 
science i that Indians are derived 
from one common papent family. 

Where did they come from? A- 
glance at the shores of Asia opposite 
us reveals llongals. A bridge with 
Aalu In the past there certainly was ; 
civilizations on both sides are much 
the same, but now the people are dif- 
ferent Cullurany the norUieastem 
Indians are more related to European 
white men of the Ice age than to the 
rest of America. The land bridge of 
Atalantis may have been above water 
when the first tribes of Indiana 
reached America. 

Tlie answer to this riddltf lies hi 
Asia. Indians are Asiatic, but In 
most of their former homes tliey have 
b,een submerged by the yellow 
men whom wo call Mongols. His- 
torians will record that Uie 40,000 
years centering about tlie Twentieth 
century A. D. saw tlie rise of two rival 
races of men, who totally eclipsed and 
outdistanced all other races, tlio white 
Arj-un and the yellow Mongol. 

We know how our race has grown. 
The 'Strides of the Mongols are even 
greater. They, are now spreading with 
much rapidity I they have either crowd- 
ed out or absorbed the native peoples 
over most of eastern Asia. They are 
even in, America as Eskimos. Jlongol 
hlood is thirsty; it drinks up the blood 
of other races with whom It Inter- 
marries, leaving only slant eyes, flat 
faces and high heads. 

The Eskimos are much later comers 
to our shores than the Indians. They 
arrivt'd here only a few score cen- 
turies ago. They are still coming. 
The whole ocean littoral from Green- 
land to ISritish Columbia knows them, 
-Men (If ■ unmistakable Indian cast 
have been found In out-or-(he-way val- 
U'.vs of yiheria, In Formosa, In tlie 
riilllppincs, and even In Sumatra. 
There was a time wlien eastern Asia 
was inluiblted by the prototype of 
American Indians. 

-Mongols came down from the high- 
lands of Tibet, and have all but eradi-' 
cated their breed, l^iey would have 
followed them to America hut for the 
rapid sinking of Bering strait, which 
Wiparated the two continents imd nuide 
the migration wait for the' Invention of 
moans of navigation.— Chicago Trib- 
une.

Washington, Oct 0.— Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon anuouncea tlie 
Issuance of u ?500,000,CIOO long term 
bond Issue, the liret since the war, it 
being a part of tlie Boverniaehfa plan 
for refunding npprosi mutely $4,000,- 
-000,000 of the treasury obligations ma- 
turing In tlie next nine mouths. 

The ofTering Is of 4^4 per cent treas- 
ury bonds of 1047-52, fixed nt approx- 
imately $500,000,000, but the secretary 
o£ the treasury resen-es the right to 
allot additional bonds, to the extent 
tlint 4% per cent Victory notes or 
treasurj* certiflcutes maturing Decem- 
ber 15 are tendered in payment 

The bonds wUf bo practically free, 
both as to principal and interest from 
all taxation by the federal, state or 
muaiclpal governuients. The excep- 
tions are surtaxes, graduated addition- 
al iucome taxes, and excess profit and 
war proUt taxes now In effect, or whicli 
may later be imposed by congress. 

In a letter to the banlclng institu- 
tions of the country appealing for sup- 
port of the bond issue, Secretary Mel- 
lon concludes witli the statement: 

"It is four years since the treasury 
has offered to tlio people of the United 
States an issue of long-time govern- 
ment bonds. During the period It has 
been flnancing Itself on a short term 
basis, and it has succeeded, with your 
co-operatlon, in placing with Investors 
throughout the country a great volume 
of treasury certiOcates and treasury 
notes. 

"Xow thnt the time has come for a 
longer term operation, I am looking 
fonvard wltli conlldence to your con- 
tinued support, and hope that, as with 
previous oIToriiigs of govornment'socu- 
rltles, you will give your best efforts 
*.o the distribution of tho new ti-easury 
bonds among investors." - 

The bonds will be dated October 10. 
1022, with interest from that date at 
the rate of 4M per cent payable April

Lasker of the shipping board to dis- 
continue the saio on air governmeut 
Ehlps outside the territorial limits of 
llio United States, prevents tlio car- 
rying of liquor un>*whero iu tho world 
by any privalely-owued ships nylng 
the Amerlcaa Hug, and bars American 
ports to the ships of any nation unless 
their liquor stores are disponed of be- 
fore they enter the territorial water* 
of this country. 

American territorinl waters are con- 
strued by the ruling I o Include those 
not only within the threo-mllo limit 
of contlnentul United States, but also 
those within the same limit of Porto 
Klco. the Philippines, the nawalinn 
Islands. Alaska, and the Virgin islands. 
The Panama canal zone Is speclUcally 
cxeniptod by the statute. - 

The nttoniey general's decision, 
which has been hanging fire for mnny 
months, reverses tho ruling of the for- 
mer counsel for the United States 
shipping board, Elmer Schlcslnger of 
Chicago, and is predicated upon deci- 
sions of the United States Supreme 
court In several cases. 

There will bo no dlfflculty encoun- 
tered with respect to enforcement of 
the law as It relates to American 
ships; but the declsloa la certain 
to preclpltnte lutemntloual complica- 
tions with tlie big maritime aatlous of 
tho world/ 

Already, the attorney general undep 
stands, foreign shipping Interests are. 
prepared to light In the courts and 
will apply for a temporary Injunc- 
tion restraining the enforcement ot 
the ruling against them until Its-valld- 
Ity can be tested In the courts. 

This course may operate .o prevent 
the launedinte' holding up of 'the big 
transatlantic liners which dally en- 
ter American ports from Europe and 
South America- and the PncIHc fleets 
from Asiatic waters flying tho flaga 
of foreign nations. 

Tlmt tho ruUng eventually will be 
upheld in Its application to foreign 
ships Is generally regarded- here as 
certain. Tills will make It necessary 
for tho big foreign • lines to make 
some arrangeaients whereby they can 
dispose of liquor stores outside the 
territorial waters of this, country or 
else cease to carry liquor stores at all. 
Political leaders see In the ruling 
n boost for tlie pending ship cubsldy 
legislotlon. innsrauch as It will have 
a tendency to bring to tho support of 
tho merchant marine bill dty mem-

TF, as now seems likely, the crisis In 
■■■ the Near J3ast passes without war- 
fare between Turkey and Great Brit- 
ain tlie credit may he given largely to 
two men and to tho good Judgment of 
their governments In giving them a 
free hand.

POISON IVY OFTEN BLAMED 
FOR HARM BY OTHER PLANTS 
Although poison Ivy Is one of the 
worst offenders, it frequently is 
blamed for poisoning caused by other 
plants, says Dr. *W. W. Stockborger, 
of the' United States department of 
agriculture. Tho department has a 
list of more 'than 100 of such plonts 
that grow In this country, and it is 
probable that there are others that 
may bo poisonous to somo persons. 
Not all of these plants are equally 
poleonouB, and, too, there Is great 
variation In tlio susceptibility of per- 
sons. 

Because some of these common 
plants are used for ornament In the 
homo la no reason to fear them, as 
most peraons are not affected by them 
and in the great majority of cases the 
irritation of the skin Is mild. This 
would probably hold true of riunh 
plants as the tomato, geranium, daCfo- 
dll, and many others that are' known
